which was never intended for pnblio 
good. It will have'some advocates, 
of course—some who are merely 
schemers, und some who are consci- 
entious but short-sighted. Another 
measure ia introduced of an undoubt- 
ed wholesome tendency, which may 
lack supporters. 
Then says the 


Virginia Chronicle there will begin 
a bargain between what is wrong and 
what is right, by whiuh the wrong 
miiy triumph.
